Calls for Fight to S top 
American Warmakers 


By Ruby Cooper 


MILWAUKEE, Oct. 14.—Henry Wallace tonight called on the American 
people to swell “louder and louder” the widespread popular demand for nego- 


tiations by the United States and the Soviet Union to settle the differences 


between the two countries. Wallace issued 
his appeal in a speech prepared for de- 
livery tonight over the network of the 
American Broadcasting Company. 

“For more than two years,” Wallace 
told the radio audience, “we have stopped 
the warmakers with the people’s demands 
for peace—and we can continue to stop 
them.” 

Indicating he considered this to be the 
central issue in the elections, Wallace said: 
“In the next few weeks I hope to make it 
abundantly clear to my fellow-Americans 
that peace is within our grasp, if we stand 


up and fight for it.” 


PEACE CRUSADE 


This confirmed the belief that tie’ ex- 
tensive radio program announced yester- 
day by Wallace, which will have him on 
national hookups nearly every day of the 
remaining campaign weeks, is designed to 
carry his peace crusade to the nation on a 
far greater scale than ever before. 

The progressive candidate carried his 
campaign into Milwaukee today at the 
same time that President Truman was also 
scheduled to be Here: Wallace will address 


a rally at the mare Auditorium and 


hours before the entry of Truman on his 
special deluxe campaign train. 

“The ‘get tough’ policy has not work- 
ed—it is a failure,” Wallace emphatically 
asserted to radio listeners. 


PEOPLE WANT PEACE 


He said the people had taken up his 
demand for resumption of “face-to-face” 
negotiations by the U. S. and Soviet Union 
and that “even the politicians have been 
forced to bow to this demand.” 

“This last week President Truman was 
forced to make his offer to send Chief 
Justice Vinson to Moscow to discuss set- 
tlement. 

“But again, just as on every previous 
occasion, the real masters of our policy 
clamped down and stopped Mr. Truman’s 
move.” 

Continuing, Wallace said, “The big 
brass and big gold hold Mr. Truman pris- 


oner. They have a puppet in Mr. Dewey. 


“But the American people are neither 
prisoners nor puppets. The big boys can’t 


stop the demands of the people that the 


two nations sit down and talk out their 
differences.

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Britich Scientist Blasts U.S. A-Bomb Policy 


LONDON, Oct. 14 (UP). 
—QOne of Britain’s best 


known scientists today 
charged the United States with 
responsibility for the current in- 
ternational tension resulting from 
the “cold war” with Russia. 


Prof. P. M. S. Blackett of the 
University of Manchester asserted 
in a new book that this tension 
resulted from American use of 
the atomic bomb against Japan 
for political rather than military 
purposes. 

An atomic Scientist himself, 
Blackett cited the dropping of 
the bomb on Japan two days be- 


fore the planned start of the So- 
viet offensive and an analysis of 
of American reports which, he 
said, showed that this timing 
apparently was intentional. 

For one thing, he said, it kept 
Russia out of Japan. He claimed 
his British and American col- 
leagues suffered intense inner 
conflict when they realized their . 
brilliant research had gone not 
to save American lives but to 
win a diplomatic victory in post- 
war power politics. 

SAYS RUSSIA IS RIGHT 

In his book, Military and Po- 
litical Consequences of Atom En- 
ergy, Blackett often is strongly 


critical of American atomic policy 
and he contends Russia is right 
in rejecting the “specious” Amer- 
ican plan of control. 

But Blackett credits the U. 8. 
with a considerable diplomatic 
triumph in getting s0 Many peo- 
ple to regard its plan as wise 
and generous so, that Russia ap- 
pears to be blocking peace. 

A distinguished experimental 
physicist and pioneer in the study 
of cosmic rays and atomic par- 
ticles, Blackett is a World War 
I veteran whose scientific achieve- 
ments helped beat the submarine 
in the second world war. He was 
awarded the gold medal of the 


royal society and the American 
medal of merit. 
RAZZES A-BOMB 

His bock ridicules the idea that 
the atomic bomb could win an 
overnight war with Russia, He 
estimates Germany doubled its 
production under ordinary bomb- 
ing, and that its people were 
withstanding the equivalent of 
150 atomic bombs in the last 
months of the war. 

He cites long arguments to 
show Russia could not possibly 
start an offensive war against the 
United States for at least five 
years and probably not until 1960. 
But the United States, he said, 


could mount an offensive wur 
before that time. 

Blackett, who presently Is eva- 
luating an important theory on 
the earth’ magnetic field, holds 
that the United States is ob- 
sessed with a search for the im- 
possible — complete security from 
the atomic bomb—although it al- 
ready has been outstripped as a 
deadly weapon by radio-active 
poisons and germ bombs. 

Blackett said Russia certainly 
does not have a big stockpile of 
atomic bombs, if it has any at 
all, but there is no reason to 
doubt it does not have even dead- 


lier germ bombs.

Judge Rules 
ITU Guilty 
Of Contempt 


INDIANAPOLIS, Oct. 14—Federal 
Judge Luther M. Swygert today 
ruled the International Typograph- 
ical Union, AFL, was guilty of con- 
tempt, in a case involving the Taft- 
Hartley Act. Swygert found that 
the union and four of its top officers 
did not obey an injunction he issued 
March 27 which restrained the ITU 
from’ discrimination against non- 
union printers and from insisting 
on the closed shop conditions ban- 
ned “by the Taft-Hartley Act. 

The judge assessed no fines, but 
ordered the defendants to pay court 
costs. The union officers involved 
are Woodruff Randolph, president 
of the union; vice president Larry 
Taylor and Elmer Brown, and sec- 
retary-treasurer Don Hurd. 

(In Washington, Henry Kaiser, at- 
torney for the union, said the deci- 
sion would be taken to the U. 8. 
Court of Appeals and that next 
Monday he would ask Swygert to 
postpone enforcement of his order.) 

The ruling was another reversal 
for the union in its long fight against 
the Taft-Hartley Law, which re- 
sulted in a strike against Chicago’s 
five biggest daily papers that has 
been going on for almost 11 months. 

Swygert ruled on a petition filed 
by the National Labor Relations 
Board. He ordered the four officers 
to appear before him within the 
next 10 days to demonstrate that 
they have complied with his decree.

rents of other houses, which under 
the law have to be in the imme- 
diate area. The houses cited by 
Zaretzki, however, are in the West 
129th St. block, between Seventh 
and Lenox avenues. 

The Negro and Puerto Rican 
tenants didn’t like this, and organ- 
ized themselves into the United Har- 
lem Tenants and Consumers Or- 
ganization to fight the rent hike. 

Most of the tenants have refused 
to pay the increases, and are now 
compiling a brief to be submitted 
to the Office of Rent Control. 

Mrs. Essie Leigh, house chairman, 
declared Zaretzki “has made no im- 
provements to my knowledge since 
1941.” 

In the brothers’ house at 104 W. 
138 St. the apartments are filled 
with violations, such as rat holes, 
falling ceilings, bad plumbing and 
others. On the top floor piles of 
refuse litter the stairs leading to 
the roof, making a fire hazard. 

Zaretzki has consistently failed 
to fight for the people in the Sen- 
ate on issues like housing for Har- 
lem, discrimination in welfare, po- 
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_ lice brutality, and scores of other 
issues. 

A tenant in the 145th Street house 
said to the Daily Worker reporter: 
“The only time we ever see him 
is when he/wants the rent.” 

This could very well be extended 
to the community, which only sees 
Zaretzki when he wants to go back 
to the State Senate.

The charge was made in a 
letter to Federal Housing Expeditor 
Tighe E. Woods. Woods has al- 
ready okayed several sweeping in- 
creases in various cities. 


The regional office has announced 
that it is making a “routine sur- 
vey” of the rental situation to de- 
termine whether any part of the 
city can be decontrolled. 

This proposed survey neglects 
entirely the mass of evidence sub- 
mitted at public hearings last year 
which indicated conclusively that 
rents should be decreased,” said 
the statement, “because of grossly 
reduced services now being fur- 
nished to tenants by their landlords. 


“If any further facts are needed 


to prove the continuing urgency of 
the housing crisis, a public hearing 
should be held, at which the people 


of New York can present the facts.

A bill to increase taxicab fare 30 percent was intro- 


yesterday by Council Vice- 


Chairman Joseph Sharkey. At the time of its introduction, 


Sharkey annourced the bill 
sponsored by Mayor O’Dwyer. Later 
the Mayor’s office denied the Mayor 
had anything to do with the bill. 
Sharkey then said the measure was 
actually sponsored by the taxi-cab 
industry. 


The measure was hustled off to 
the Council Welfare Committee, 
headed by Councilman Samuel Di- 
Falco, which is primed to report it 
out favorably and clear the decks 
‘for its early adoption by the Demo- 
cratic majority. 


Under termis of the bill, taxicab 
fare, now 20 certs for the first 
quarter mile and five cents for every 
quarter mile thereafter, would be in- 
creased to 25 cents for the first one- 
fifth mile plus five cents for each 
additional one-fifth mile. 


The current rate for waiting time 
is five cents for every two minutes. 
Under the Sharkey bill, the charge 
would be 25 cents for the first three 
and six-terth minutes of waiting 
time and five cents for every one 
and two-tenth minutes thereafter. 


The taxi bill would boost the 
license fee for operation of a taxi 
from the present $10 a year to $100 
a year. 

According to the legislation, carry- 
ing of trunks or other lucgage on 
the outside of the cab would no 
lorger be permitted. Taxi drivers 
are now permitted to charge 50 cents 
for transporting trunks in this 
manner. The Sharkey bill would re- 
quire all baggage to be carried in- 
side the cab without charge 

Also introduced during the Coun- 
cil session was a resolution by Coun- 
cilmarn Edward Rager, Manhattan 
Republican, calling for a curfew 
barring all minors under the age of 
18 unaccompanied by adults from 
city streets between 9 p.m. and 
8 a.m, 

This, in Rager'’s opinion, would 
curb what he called a “wave of 
juvenile crime.” A companion reso-

Opposing Zaretzki is James Mal- 
loy, American Labor Party candi- 
date and a member of the National 
Maritime Union, If elected, Malloy 
will be the first Negro to sit in 
the “gentlemen’s club.” 

Zaretzki and his brother Sol are 
both lawyers at 60 E. 42 St. and 
operate the houses in the Zarett 
Brothers Corp. Early. this year 
they applied for rent increases in 


the house at 533 W. 145 St. They 
based their claim on comparison 
rents of other houses, which under 
the law have to be in the imme- 
diate area. The houses cited by 
Zaretzki, however, are in the West 
129th St. block, between Seventh 
and Lenox avenues. 

The Negro and Puerto Rican 
tenants didn’t like this, and organ- 
ized themselves into the United Har- 
lem Tenants and Consumers Or- 
ganization to fight the rent hike. 

Most of the tenants have refused 
to pay the increases, and are now 
compiling a brief to be submitted 
to the Office of Rent Control. 

Mrs. Essie Leigh, house chairman, 
declared Zaretzki “has made no im- 
provements to my knowledge since. 
1941.” 

In the brothers’ house at 104 W. 
138 St. the apartments are filled 
with violations, such as rat holes, 
falling ceilings, bad plumbing and 
others. On the top floor piles of 
refuse litter the stairs leading to 
the roof, making a fire hazard. 

Zaretzki has consistently failed 
to fight for the people in the Sen- 
ate on issues like housing for Har- 
lem, discrimination in welfare, po- 
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issues. 

A tenant in the 145th Street house 
said to the Daily Worker reporter: 
“The only time we ever see him 
is when he wants the rent.” 

This could very well be extended 
to the community, which only sees 
Zaretzki when he wants to go back 
to the State Senate.

SOVIET, SATIRE 


An article in Krokodil, the satiri- 
cal weekly, reveals one aspect of 
extravagance to which attention is 
likely to be paid. 

The author describes a meeting 
between two Soviet executives in 
one of Moscow’s busy side-streets. 
Both of them, it appeared, were em- 
ployed in those planning offices 
which abound in the Soviet capital, 
“like mushrooms in the Indian 
summer,” and which are generally 
recognizable by the letters “projekt” 
appearing at the end of a composite 
name. 

One was on his way from Gos- 
vodokanalprojekt to Mosvodokanal- 
projekt, the other was on his way 
from Mosvodokanalprojekt to Gos- 
vodokanalprojekt. The author de- 
cided to do a little investigating. 

„Almost in every house in the 
Bolshoi Cherkassi St. one finds 
among the numerous signs one and 
sometimes two signs that refer to 
some sort of ‘projekt,’” he wrote.

Nearby, in the same house, is 
located a planning research bureau 
with the romantic name of Arctic- 
projekt. In this one street he found 
10 planning offices. 

He consulted the Moscow direc- 
tory. “Draw a deep breath,” he 
wrote, “and begin with the list un- 
der the letter G. 

“Girprogor, Gorstrooprojekt, Gorz- 
hilprojekt, Grazhdanprojekt, Gipro- 
orgzthilprojekt, Gidroenergoprojekt, 
Gidromontazhprojekt, Goszdra 
jekt.

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Schools Packed, 
Commission Told 


By Harry Raymond 


The proposed 1949 capital appropriation of $31,000,000 
for only 13 new schools was termed “fantastically inade- 


quate” yesterday by Frederick C. McLaughlin, educational 
director of the Public Education As-@— 


sociation. 

McLaughlin, backed by represen- 
tatives of parents and teachers or- 
ganizations, appeared before the 
City Planning Commission at City 
Hall and charged that 39,000 New 
York school children are now 
forced to study in half-day sessions 
in the elementary schools. 


300,000 OVER-CROWDED 

“The recent figures indicate that 
there are nearly 9,000 elementary 
classes in this city containing more 
than 30 pupils,” McLaughlin told 
the Commission. 

“Conservatively, this means that 
probably 300,000 school children are 
having their education affected ad- 
versely by over-size classes.” 

He pointed out that a study of 
school ding needs made last 
summer by the State Department 
of Education revealed that the city 
has an accumujated school deficit 
amounting to more than $600,000,- 
000. He said that a very conserva- 
tive estimate by Dr. Basil Coleman, 
of the city Board of Education 
placed the school shortage at 3600 
classrooms or about 135 schools. 


ASKS $20 MILLION 

McLaughlin told the ‘Commission 
that at least $20,000,000 from the 
city’s unappropriated margin should 
be used next year for school con- 
struction. 

He added that more than 200 
school structures are over 50 years 
old, and 20 schools built prior to 
the Civil War are still in use. 

Parents’ spokesmen at the hear- 


ing calling for greater n 
appropriations were David Ash and 
Harry Winton. 


T. Vincent Quinn, who as special 
assistant to Attorney General Tom 
Clark drew up the indictments 
against the 12 Communist leaders, 
appeared at the hearing as an ac- 
torney for the Whitestone Taxpay- 
ers Assn. 


He asked that a Flushing High 
School annex be included in the 
budget ‘and asserted that over- 
crowding in the Queens schools had 
increased truency and delinquency 
rates and that the schools there- 
fore wree becoming a “breeding 
ground for communism.”

-ger, the Dulles-Dewey-Vandenberg clique now backed by 
the Times. was clamoring for a deal with Nazi Germany i in 
the spirit of the Munich Pact. 


The Times wants Gov. Dewey for President. So does 
the Chicago Tribune, the organ of pro-fascist isolationism.

ers. I do not doubt that such dis- 
cussions are taking. place.

Franco is in a 
stropg position in his dealings 
with the U. S. and will make no 
concessions which curtail his 
power. And for all their talk, - 
neither Paris nor London will risk - 
rocking the boat in Spain because 
of the probability that in any 
commotion there the Communists 
would emerge the real leaders of 
the anti-Franco movement.

(Using left-over lamb) 

5 large green peppers 

1 medium onion, chopped 

Y% cup finely chopped celery 

1 to 1% lbs. ground lamb 

2 tbsp. marzarine 

1% tsp. salt 

1 cup cooked rice 

2 tomatoes, diced 

1/3 cup margarined bread crumbs 

Choose large peppers generally 
uniform in size and shape which 
will stand upright. Cut a slice from 
stem-end; remove seeds. Pre-cook 
2 to 3 minutes in boiling water. 
Drain thoroughly. Saute tomato, 
onion, celery and ground lamb in 
margarine until onion is transpar- 
ent.

and energies in preparations for a 
war no nation can win.” 


'|REMINDS AUDIENCE 


He reminded his radio audience 
of four questions he addressed in 
a telegram to Truman and Dewey 
last week: 

These questions were: 

(1) Do they support the proposal 
to undermine the United Nations 


shall’s approval of taking away the 
Negey area from Israel? 

(3) Do they approve of the leni- 
ency to such Nazi’ executors as Ilsa 
Koch? 

(4) Are they prepared to take the 
question of Berlin back to the con- 
ference table, where the issues of 
Berlin and Germany can really be 
settled? 

These questions must be answered 
by Truman and Dewey before the 
people go to the polls, Wallace de- 
manded. 

He appealed for an insistent de- 
mand by the people for answers 
from the two major candidates and 
added: a 

“Until they are answered satisfac- 
torily, I charge that votes for either 
of these men are votes against 
Democracy, ‘votes for fascist Spain, 
for Arab kings, for oil profits, for 
the rebuilding of Germany.”

Unusual Italian 


Film Stars Negro

BONY MAGAZINE for 
November devotes four 


pages of stills and com- 
ment on a new Italian film, 
Senza Pieta (Without Pity). Film 
critics at the recent Venice Film 
Festival praised it highly for its 
“striking realism in picturing 
squalor, decadence and deprav- 
ity.” 

Reason for the big spread in 
Ebony however is that Sema Pie- 
ta handles an interracial theme. 
An American Negro soldier and a 
young Italian girl are the prin- 
cipal characters in it. The Negro 
is John Kitzmiller who was seen 
in a prominent role in last year’s 
Italian film To Live in Peace. A 
former captain in the U. S. Army 
from Detroit he is now living in 
Genoa. : 

The girl is the well known 
Italian actress Carla del Poggia.

There have been no American 
bookings of the picture to date. 
All foreign-film distributors have 
rejected it as “too controversial.” 
You see, Senza Pieta happens to 
be the first major film (to my 
knowledge) to portray a love af- 
fair between a white girl and a 
Negro boy. Ebony says the theme 
is carefully and powerfully hand- 
led up to the point where the 
lovers decide to marry. Then it 
goes haywire. Judge for yourself 
from the mag’s description of the 
latter half of the film: 

The lovers decide to go to 
South America, the only place 
where they feel they can live 
happily. To get money for the 
trip the Negro soldier holds up a 
South American planter who had 
previously shown his distaste for 
Negroes by refusing to drink with 
him. During the getaway the 
Negro soldier is wounded. His girl 
is shot trying to shield him. With 
the body of his dead sweetheart, 
the soldier gets into a truck and 
drives off, whispering to the girl: 
Tl never leave you baby. Ill 
never leave you.” He drives the 
truck off the cliff and is killed. 
Finis.* 

Despite this stereotyped finish 
Ebony feels that Senza Pieta tells 
a “tragic and often-powerful” 
story that will shock many Amer- 
icans. That is, if Americans ever 
get a chance to see it.

SHAW IS CONCERNED with 
three persons, primarily. Michael 
Whiteacre, of Broadway and Hol- 
lywood, who never let his qualms 
of liberal conscſence ever ad- 
vance dangerously beyond finan- 
cial contributions to anti-Franco 
Spain; Noah Ackerman, gentle 
young Jew who finds that to com- 
bat the active anti-Semitism of 
his comrades-in-arms of the U. S. 
army is literally a life and death 
matter; and finally.

To Irwin Shaw, war is the 
great absolute. It is war which 
both hardens and enobles Noah, 
which progressively degrades the 
casual Nazi, Diestl, into the arch- 
type of the Hitler criminal, 
which ultimately energizes the 
heretofore life’s bystander, White- 
acre.

WITH THIS SHALLOW psy- 
choanalysis of the war, it is un- 
derstandable why Shaw’s descrip- 
tion of numerous of his Nazi sol- 
diers should not ring true. The 
appropriately despicable deeds 
and words are allotted them, yet 
one feels, this is just a mask to 
frighten us with, underneath 
they’re just little men in flight, 
too. 

Shaw’s technical skill and his 
failure to comprehend clearly the 
war in its dual aspects as an 
anti-fascist struggle for the sur- 
vival of free nations and a power- 
profit rivalry between imperial- 
ists—have combined to present a 
novel full of neat chapter endings 
and theatricals. A great many 


chapters are short stories in 
themselves, skillfully contrived

OUTSTANDING example of 
Shaw's readiness to sacrifice 
realism is the instance where he 


nas Francoise, a Parisian who 


violently hates Nazis, sleep with 
Dienstl on the eve of the lhbera- 
tion, not because she loves him, 


but because he is now a “refugee” 


and not a conqueror. The author. 
succeeds in startling the reader, 
if that’s what he wanted, but at 
the expense of credibility. 

Shaw has written skillfully, in 
the early chapters of The Young 
Lions, of the cocktail party world 
before Pearl Harbor where anti- 
fascism was strictly a checkbook 
affair. But when it comes to 
setting down one—just one—in- 
habitant of the real world of 
anti-Nazi struggle, his veteran of 
the Lincoln Brigade is caricature, 
and nothing more. 


SHAW IS AT HIS BEST in his 
treatment of the single subject 
which seems to move him most 
deeply. In his scenes of Noah 
Ackerman, his love affair with 
the non-Jewish Hope, his battles 
with his Jew-hating captain and 
Gl's Shaw has set down his most 
gripping and effective pages. 

Yet even here the wellsprings 
of anti-Semitism are obscure, the 
struggle against this evil seen as 
the individual acts of men of 
good will, like Noah, or like Li. 
Green, who permits the newly- 
liberated prisoners of a concen- 
tration camp to hold Jewish reli- 
gious services, over strong ob- 
jections. 

There is hope for the world, 
Shaw concludes, because the world 
is full of “human beings,” like 
Green. But what is to orient the 
Greens in a.complicated postwar 
world, what is to give them direc- 
tion and organization, what is to 
sustain them when the choice is. 
ultimate and vital, Shaw does not 
say. 

In its totality then, The Youn¢ 
Lions has nothing to say to us. 
Unable properly to illuminate 
the turbulent past, it offers no 
valid signposts for the future,

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The Pepsi-Cola Prize Paintings 


Collage ‘At the Museum Of Modern Art; 
Fernand Leger Show At Janis Galleries

PRIZE MONEY CIRCUIT, an important part of 

the fine artist’s minute income, has opened with the 
Pepsi Cola show at the National Academy, Fifth Ave. and 
89th St. Over the last five years the Pepsi Cola people 
have given to artists some $41,000 in prizes, or about one 


day’s earnings for a good horse at 
the Preakness, or one night’s give- 
away on radio’s Mystery Melody. 
Small change for the soft drink 
maharajahs it is nonetheless the 
best paying contest for artists. 

Some 2896 painters from all 
states, territories, districts, reser- 
vations and colonies of the United 
States submitted 4784 paintings to 
regional and national] juries. They 
competed for a.sum of money, 
which if evenly divided among the 
entrants would have netted them 
$1.75 apiece. The nickel drink em- 
pire conducted itself very well in 
claiming no more than a due 
amount of publicity and reproduc- 
tion rights and are not to be 
blamed for the pretentious con- 
nections betwen Art and Industry 
drawn by others. 

It is an indication of the 
drought of other historic sources 
of patronage that so piddling an 
affair can rank as one of the top 
events of the art year. 


THE SHOW ITSELF, an excel- 
lent average of painting in the 
United States, is large, in good 
teste, and orcasionally interest- 
ing. Its very high level of tech- 
nical competence gives assirance 
of the level of American artistic 
maturity. The prize winners, cn

The 
mood is one of contemplative 
melancholy. Nature, color, vigor 
are seemingly anathema.

THAT MINORITY of paintings 
which touch social themes like

THE MUSEUM of Modern Art, 
11 W. 53 St., is currently showing 
a collection of collages, done with 


scissors and paste. Within this 


limited but historically important 
technique one can trace from the 
earliest 1912 examples to the 
present the artist’s response to 
deepening crisis, war, and reac- 
tion. The cubists first used news- 
print and imitation veneers to 
give concreteness to forms already 
analysed and to serve as emblems 


of an object. The pasted paper 
is a kind of abbreviation of the 
object for the Cubists, and fre- 
quently had a kind of wit. 


Collage as a means of rein- 


forcing the physical appearance 
of real and even commonplace ob- 
jects in space gave way after the 


fitst World War to collage as a 


method of protesting the insane 
state of European life and cul- 
ture. 


Bitter young artists used it to 
deride the pompous impotence of 
their predecessors. They made 
art objects of rubbish salvaged 
from gutters, like Schwitters, or 
arranged scraps of paper accord- 
ing to the laws of chance like 
Hans Arp. George Grosz called 
for an amateur art of collage 
with photos and print as a mode 
of communication which was in- 
dependent of the professional ar- 
tist’s skill. Typical of this in- 
fluence is the work of a Swiss 
Citroen whose “Metropolis” is 
arresting example of a bold and 
anti-artistic approach. Composed 
entirely of clippings of building 
facades it piles up a terrifying 
repetition of an iron and steel 
city which dwarfs and consumes 
the human being. 


IN THE LATTER twenties many 
artists turn their backs on the 


world and become increasingly 
preoccupied with unconscious con- 
flicts and dreams. Now the col- 
lage becomes a labyrinth of pri- 
vate irrationalities, Max Ernst 
clips a beetle from a Natural His- 
tory, adds a fish, and a smoke 
stack in a sea of deep space. 
Poetic as these images occasional- 


ly are, they suggest that the real 
is obscure, and the world un- 
anowable. 


The photomontage technique, 
already familiar on the screen, 
becomes part of the daily idiom 
of billboards and advertising. Here 
the connections between pasted 
Vrapes is direct and logical, as 
in the posters of the Spanish Re- 
public. 


It is clear that collage was not 
a freakish accident of develop- 
ment, but that it parallels simi- 
sar developments in literature, as 
in Dos Passos, or music, It often 
reflects the deep discontent of the 
artist with the shoddy values of 
capitalist society, even when the 


alternatives have been clearly un- 


derstood. 


THE END OF A much less suc- 
cessful line of experimentation is 
on view at the Sidney Janis Gal- 
Yery, 15 E. 57 St. Fernand Leger, 
already canonized in the histories 
of Modern Art, produces no mir- 
acles from the tomb. His new 
paintings are flat, bound in black 
lines to the point of rigor mortis, 
and banal in pattern and color. 

The bicycle riders, hers, cocks, 
and women are painted in a size 
which gives them a comic air of 
importance. 


HERMAN CHERRY is on at 
Wehye, 794 Lexington Ave. While 
he shows that he has as light 
a wit in his mobiles as Calder, and 
a fresh touch as of Miro in his 
color, he seems to have quite for- 
gotten his very promising begin- 
nings as a strong draughtsman 
of social themes.
